“Your letter of April 22 arrived today 
and it is interesting that I had been asked 
by the committee to write to you again. 

“You will rejoice with the news that 
souls are continually being won through 
the distribution of ‘What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?’ all over Portugal. Decisions are 
being followed up at present by local pas- 
tors of the various evangelical groups. One 
man recently converted in Lisbon told a 
worker there that he is carrying his tract 
(signed on the back in the place provided 
for decision) so that if he should die out- 
side of his home those who find him will 
know, that he is a believer. Several entire 
families have been saved of late as a re- 
sult of the tract having been brought home. 

“We have done considerable scouting 


| 


around all over the country for lower esti- 
mates for the big third edition of 500,000 
copies. We are happy to tell you that this 


has reduced the cost of 500,000 in the exact 


same format and paper quality from $3,500 


to $2.600 which means that if it should be 
possible for you to raise another $1,100, 
we could print 500,000. This represents a 


saving of $900. Do you believe that the 
$1,100 could be in our hands by August or 
September? If so, we will go ahead with 


the 500,000 which may take 2 to 3 months 
to print. We can enter with the $1,500 al- 
ready in hand. The tract is in demand and 
the Committee feels that we should do 
something at the greatest saving. 
“Prayerfully waiting word.”

BE SAVED?” printed in Portuguese in 1951, 1952. 


In our letter of April 22, we had sent a 
check for $1,500, for printing a new edition 
of this soul-saving booklet in Portuguese. 
Now the Committee asks if the Sword of 
the Lord could raise another $1,100 to en- 
able the Committee to print a half-million 
copies (500,000), of the booklet, to be ready 
August or September. 

Here is my reply of May 4: 


“Dear Brother Faircloth: 

“Thank you for your good letter. I am 
pleased that you have gotten a lower price 
on the publication of 500,000 copies of the 
booklet, ‘What Must I Do to Be Saved?’ 
in Portuguese. We have sent you $1,500 of 
this amount. God willing, we agree to fur- 
nish $1,100 more and will undertake to 
have it to you by August’ or before. 

“We will be glad to have frequent re- 
ports on how this matter goes. If you can 
give us facts and figures about the number 
of professed conversions and some individ- 
ual incidents, that will encourage people 
to give to this great cause. 

“IT am grateful that you and that fine 
committee of missionaries are willing to 
act for the Sword of the Lord in this great 
soul-winning and missionary work.

Several things moved me to promise this 
$1,100 more. First, there is the obvious 
blessing of God on the booklet in Portugal, 
with many, many souls being saved. Second, 
there is the united acceptance by sound 
missionaries of the booklet. It seems to me 


to be of God when so many missionaries, 


representing so many foreign mission 
boards, agree to work together to get out 
this message. Surely we dare’ not turn 
them down. And third, since God has laid 
it on the hearts of so many Christians to 
help in the past, I have trusted Him and 
claimed His help inthis matter. I believe 
that readers of THE SworpD oF THE LORD 
will send in that $1,100 right away. 

I believe this is as unselfish a cause as 
we could present. We give time and labor, 
and do what we can to spread this Gospel 
message. It is effective; it actually wins

Now I ask that 
Christians everywhere prayerfully come to 
our help. We-must not fail our brethren 
in Portugal. What a tremendous, soul-sav- 
ing missionary impact these half-million 
copies will have in Portugal!

In January we sent Missionary Kenneth 
G. McVety, representing the Word of Life 
Press in Japan, and our missionary com- 
mittee there, a check for $2,350. We desig- 
nated $350 for printing “What Must I Do to 
Be Saved?” in Braille for blind Japanese. 
The other $2,000 was to be 
new printing of “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” in Japanese, where we had al- 
ready had some one million, seven hundred 
thousand copies published and distributed. 

Youth for Christ International, and par- 
ticularly their Committee in Japan, had 
asked the Sword of the Lord to furnish a 
million copies of “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” for theig World Congress and their 
evangelistic campaigns to cover Japan 
thereafter. By God’s help, we agreed to 
do it. 

Here we print a letter from Rev. Kenneth 
G. McVety, telling us that the $2,000 we 
sent will print from 420,000 to 450,000 
copies of the booklet. His letter follows:

“You will find enclosed a receipt to 
cover the $2,350 which you sent to us. As 
you requested, $350 will be used for the 
Braille edition of your booklet, and $2,000 
for a new large edition of ‘What Must I 
Do to Be Saved?’ 

“We have already investigated the costs 
of the printing for this new edition, and 
are happy to report that we will be able 
to print the booklet now for 20-25% less 
than the previous editions. This saving is 
the result of greatly reduced prices on 
paper. With the $2,000 available, it will 
probably be possible to print from 420,000 
to 450,000 copies of the booklet. 

“IT will enclose the testimony of a Mr. 
Kogoshi, who was led to the Lord through 
your booklet. I know it will bring rejoicing 
to your heart as it has to ours. We have 
already used this testimony in our Japanese 
magazine, INOCHI NO KATE. 

“We are happy to know of your decision 
to go ahead with the printing of a million 
copies of ‘What Must I Do to Be Saved?’ 
for the World Congress. May many souls 
be won to Christ through this enterprise!

With the letter came a receipt for 842, 
945 yen ($2,350). 

It is especially pleasing to me that this 
earnest missionary, by careful manage- 
ment, is able to get the booklets printed 
for less than half a cent per copy. 

Now we have agreed with Youth for 
Christ International that we will undertake 
to furnish a million copies of this booklet 
for their World Congress in Tokyo and the 
weeks following when they hope to cover 
Japan with soul-winning teams. Part of

3. Literature Committee in Roman 

* Catholic Italy Asks for 100,000 
More Copies “What Must I Do to 
Be Saved?” 


We are glad to have the booklet, “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” distributed in 
Italy by a number of Christian workers, 
Among those who helped on the committee 
for translation and who helped in distri- 
bution are a Wheaton College graduate, 
missionary in Italy, known to some of us 
at the Sword of the Lord; the workers who 
help in translation and printing free litera- 
ture for Moody Bible Institute, and a 
number of other Christian workers greatly 
trusted. 

The following letter we have had since 
last November. We simply did not have 
the money requested for another printing 
of “What Must I Do to Be Saved?” in 
Italy. We have been overwhelmed with 
needs for our own building fund, and Tue 
SworD OF THE LORD has been crowded, 
without room for the appeal we wanted 
to make. Now we feel it is time to give 
to the darkened minds of Roman Catholic 
Italy this Gospel which they take so well, 

Arthur J. Wiens wrote us November 24 
from Florence, Italy, as follows: 


“De ar Dr. Rice: 

“Six months have passed since we printed 
the first 85,000 copies of your tract, ‘What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?’ in Italian, so we 
feel it is time that we write you concerning 
the distribution of these tracts. 

“As I mentioned before, we sent a sample 
copy to the 600 addresses of pastors and 
Christian workers who are here in Italy. 
We are glad for those who have answered 
requesting these tracts and then their 
letters saying that these tracts were very 
useful in their work of evangelization. 

“We were happy that two radio pastors, 


one from Trieste and one from Switzerland, 


both wrote how happy they were for this 
tract and wanted supplies of them in order 
to send to those who wrote to them con- 
cerning information about the Gospel. 

“Another missionary mentioned to us that 
in their-general tract distribution these past 
few months they had received over two 
hundred requests for New ‘Testaments. 
They sent the New Testaments immediate- 
ly and then later followed it by a letter and 
the tract, ‘What Must I Do to Be Saved?’ 

“Luciano, the university student who 
first wrote to you concerning the tract, 
was in our home yesterday and told us 
how that he had given out 100 of these 
tracts this past month and how glad he 
was that he had a tract like this to give 
to those whom he witnessed to at Pistoia, 
his home, and as he travels to the universi- 
ty at Pisa.

“We still have a few thousand tracts 
left but they will soon be all gone as we 
are receiving requests regularly for your 
tract. Therefore, the literature committee 
suggested to me to write you again and 
tell you that we could use another 100,000 
of ‘What Must I Do to Be Saved?’ 

“Again we want to thank you very much 
for your part in raising interest among 
God's people in America to help us in our 
literature distribution here in Italy, and 
we will greatly appreciate any further 
help you might be able to give us. We 
know God will bless you for this.

Then Brother Garfield tells us that, hop- 
ing to import paper, tax free, he thinks 
“we might be able to cut costs about 20%.”

Besides the five languages mentioned, 
we have sent $300 to Rev. Dan Hillis and 
his associates working in Kanarese 
language, to print 20,000 copies of “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?”

January 3, we sent $275 to Rev. E. L. 
Frederick of the India Mission, in Mysore 
State, for printing 25,000 copies of “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” in the Kanarese 
language. And we have already a copy of 
the booklet returned to us and with grate- 
ful thanks, as Brother Frederick reported. 
Where the work is being carefully , done, 
and where we know that fruit is being har- 
vested for the Lord from these booklets, 
we ought to follow up the work. We al- 
ready have the organization, we already 
have missionaries on the field ready to do 
the work and supervise the widespread 
distribution of the booklet, ready to, follow 
up the converts. In a number of cases,

published. We cannot just now furnish 
means for this. But all of us ought to pray. 

Last October we received a good letter 
from the Evangelical Mission to Uruguay, 
Mrs. F. V. Dabold, field secretary. We had 
just sent 500 copies of “What Must I Do 
to Be Saved?” printed in Spanish. Mrs. 
Dabold said: 


“Gentlemen: 

“We are in receipt of the parcel of 500 
folders sent us, entitled, ‘Que Es Menester 
que Yo Haga Para Ser Salvo?’ by John 


*R. Rice. Words eannot express our appreci- 


ation of these tracts. We always have 
difficulty in securing the amount of Span- 
ish tracts we need for our work here, and 
these folders came right at a time when our 
supply was almost exhausted and at a time 
when we had hoped to begin our spring 
and summer drive into the interior, thus 
needing thousands upon thousands of 
tracts. 

“We are conducting here the first and 
only full-time evangelical Bible training 
institute for the training of native workers, 
in all of Uruguay. Our young folks give out 
thousands of tracts a week. We are also 
the first and only evangelical group ever 
to have received a permit to preach in the 
prisons here where we hold weekly meet- 
ings. In addition, we are the only group 
holding regular open air services, not 
only on the central downtown plaza weekly, 
but also every Sunday morning in the two 
large market places. In one it is estimated 
over 50,000 people gather weekly, and in 
the other over 25,000 people. You can well 
see that it takes thousands of tracts a 
week to supply the need. 


“We also are in possession of two of the 
Moody Institute of Science films, ‘Dust and 
Destiny’ and ‘God of Creation,’ with Span- 
ish sound track, and within the next week 
or so, D.V., we hope to take our Cheve 
Carry-all and start working in the interior, 
using these films to gather the crowds, thus 
giving the Gospel for the first time to 
many. We have large mass meetings and 
give Gospels of John to all in attendance 
and much prefer putting some tract in- 
side, explaining the way of salvation. 


“For this reason I am writing to inform 
you that we can use any number of these 
folders that you can send. I don’t know if 
they are to be given away or to be sold, 
but at this writing our work has been 
passing through somewhat of a financial 
crisis, so I cannot send an offering, but if 
you can send more folders, be assured we 
will use them in our evangelization of 
Uruguay, and you will share with us the 
harvest of souls saved. We have a mission- 
ary giving full time in the interior, going 
house to house in places where no car or 
other vehicle but a motorcycle like his 
could possibly go. At every place he leaves 
a Gospel of John, a tract explaining sal-

I will send her a sample copy 
when it is done, and asking her if she 
likes to have them...” 


We have not been able to help Brother 
Gih to any appreciable extent, but would 
like to do so. He is a reputable good man 
of God, has preached all over America, 
works with the China Evangelization Mis- 
sion, but wrote to us from Indonesia,

I think it is quite disgraceful for 
young people to be bothering 
about Heaven and Hell at their 
age. It is a form of escapism. 
Religion is something to make 
them. different here and now. 
They should be following Christ 
in their daily lives now, and not 
worrying about Heaven or Hell 
either for themselves or their 
friends. I am sure there is a 
hell on earth. Basically, hell is 
to be the child of God and be 
without God. A lost child who 
desperately wants his father and 
cannot find him is desperately 
miserable. That’s what hell is. 
Whether there is a hell as a 
state after death, is a question 
upon which Christians differ.”’ 


This, as you will recall, is but 
one of many similar statements 
about the life after death that 
have been flaunted before our peo- 
ple—contfusing the minds of the 
unsaved and shaking the confi- 
dence of some of our weaker 
Christians. And so I am going to 
answer the question of my sub- 
ject in the next few minutes from 
the Word of God: “Why Worry 
About Hell?” 


Let me say, first of all, that in 
this message I intend to use very, 
very plain language. I do not be- 
lieve there is any necessity for 
soft-pedalling, or dodging the is- 
sue, or trying to find words that 
make the subject sound nice. This 
is not a nice subject; this is not 
a thrilling subject; this is not a 
pleasant subject to discuss, and so 
there are no nice words that we 
can use with which to discuss it. 


Il am reminded in this connec- 


Sunday School 
Lessons are in the beloved 
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tion of a minister who was a little 
afraid to use the Bible words 
about future punishment, and in 
his message he said something like 
this, “If you do not love the Lord 
Jesus Christ, you will be sent to 
that place which is not polite to 
mention.” Now, let us be logical: 
For instance, if I were to see a 
house on fire across the street, 
would I say, “I believe the opera- 
tion of combustion is proceeding 
yonder?” Of course I wouldn't. 
Absolutely no! 


If the house was on fire across 
the street, without a moment's 
hesitation, without trying to find 
fancy words, or nice words, or in- 
teresting words, or pleasant words 
with which to describe it, I would 
simply run down the street and 
cry out at the top of my lungs, 
“FIRE! FIRE!” and everybody 
would know exactly what I meant. 

Tonight, when I talk about the 
place of punishment, I am going 
to use the words that Jesus used. 


When I talk about Hell, I am 
going to use the vocabulary of 
Jesus, and because the Bible 
speaks in this manner, I make ab- 


solutely no apology for doing like- 
wise. 

The message tonight is not a 
theological discussion about Hell. 
For that reason I am not going to 
take time to talk about the var- 
ious words that are used to de- 
scribe the places of future punish- 
ment—-both in the Old Testament 
and in the New Testament, in the 
Hebrew and the Greek. It is suf- 
ficient to say that the Hell about 
which we are talking tonight, and 
the Hell about which the Lord 
Jesus Christ talked all the way 
through the New ‘Testament in 
His earthly ministry, is the place 
which is the last abode of all 
wicked people—-the Hell that is 
the final destination of the sinner. 


The British clergyman’'s thesis, 
of course, you will recall if you 
read your daily newspapers care- 
fully, is this: If we make absolute- 
ly sure that we are right in this 
life, then it follows that we will 
be right in eternity. If we con- 
centrate upon preparing for this 
world, then automatically we will 
be prepared for the next world. In 
other words, take care of time, 
and eternity will take care of it- 
self. Therefore, the question of our 
subject tonight, “Why Worry 
About Hell?”

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The thesis that I wish to set 
forth tonight, on the other hand, 
is the direct converse of this. It 
is my firm conviction, and I be- 
lieve it is the firm conviction of 
the majority of Bible-believing 
Christians, that the emphasis of 
the Word of God is not upon time, 
but upon eternity; not upon the 
“here,” but upon the hereafter; 
not upon this world, but upon the 
next world. We believe that the 
Bible declares in no unmistake- 
able terms the importance of get- 
ting ready for eternity; the im- 
portance of escaping the wrath of 
God; the importance of preparing 
for Heaven. And the only infer- 
ence that we can draw from the 
Word of God is that if we are 
adequately prepared for the life 
hereafter, we cannot help but be 
Prepared for the life that is here 
now. If we are ready to live in 
the world that is to come, we can- 
not but be ready to live in the 
world that is. 

Notice what the Bible has to 
say about life—how short, how 
uncertain, how unimportant: “Our 
days on the earth are as a sha- 
dow, and there is none abiding.” 
Or again, “My days are swifter 
than a weaver’s shuttle, and are 
spent without hope.” Or again, 
“For what is your life? It is even 
a vapour, that apeareth for a lit- 
tle time, and then vanishes away.” 


It is possible, you see, to be pre- 
pared for life, and yet not be pre- 
pared for eternity. However, itgis 
not possible to be prepared for 
eternity and not be prepared for 
life. One can quite easily be pre- 
pared for this world and not ready 
for the next world. But if you are 
ready for the next world, then you 
cannot help but be ready for this 
world. 

It follows, then, that if we be- 
lieve the next world is the most 
important, that eternity should 
have the pre-eminence over time, 
and that what is to come here- 
after is more important than what 
is to come now, then we cannot 
help but worry about Hell, and 
seek to do everything within our 
power to “flee from the wrath to 
come,” and make our position in

does have some values, neverthe- 
Jess we feel strongly that its ce- 
merits far outweigh these valucs 
and indicate a gravely serious bias 
in the direction of modern reli- 
gious liberalism. This bias is very 
clearly apparent in the treatment 
of passages which deal with the 
deity and virgin birth of our Lord. 

“Second, we recommend that 
the churches continue to use the 
translation commonly known as 
the ‘King James Version’ in both 
public worship and private study. 
Where help is desired in making 
clearer any obscure passages, we 
urge the use of the well-known 
American Standard Version of 
1901, and also Biblical notes pre- 
pared by men who have a reputa- 
tion for devout and believing 
Christian scholarship. 

“Third, we cannot do other than 
deplore the manner in which the 
new version was introduced to 
the general public, the attempts 
made to secure its approval be- 
fore there was opportunity for 
even a casual examination, and 
the determined drive to make it 
an ‘authorized’ translation for 
Protestant churches. In saying 
this, we gladly recognize the right 
of any man or group of men |? 
issue a translation of the Scrif- 
tures, but any such translation 
should win approval in the church- 
es and among Christians on its 
merits, not by any ecclesiastical 
mandate.

Why Should There Be a Hell? 


There should be a Hell for at 
least two reasons, if not more. In 
the first place, man’s sense of jus- 
tice demands that sin should not 
go unpunished.

is a place to which the body goes. 
Third, Hell is a place where both 
soul and body are destroyed. These 
first three facts can be gathered 
from many different verses of 
Scripture, but one is sufficient, 
Matthew 10:28. Notice the words 
of Jesus, and notice them very, 
very carefully. There is no am- 
biguity whatsoever. Jesus. says, 
“Fear him which is able to de- 
stroy both soul and body in hell.” 

We see, then, that Hell is a 
place to which the soul goes. But 
not only is it a place to which the 


soul goes, it is also a place 
to which the resurrected body 
of the sinner goes. But not 


only is it a place to which the 
soul and body of the sinner go, 
but it is a place where soul and 
body will be destroyed. And in 
other places in the Bible this de- 
struction is called a death. To be 
cast into Hell, the Book of Reve- 
lation tells us, means to pass into 
the second death. 


Now, finally, I must prove from 
the Word of God, that Hell is a 
place of fire that is everlasting. Of 
course, all through the Bible, in 
almost every instance where Hell 
is described, it is compared to 
some form of fire. We find words 
like these: “hell fire,” and ‘the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone.” We are warned, furth- 
ermore, that the fire is everlasting. 
Hell, declares God’s Word, is a 
place where “their worm dieth 
not, and the fire is not quenched.”’ 

But not only is the fire of Hell 
everlasting, but the Bible states 
that the punishment, or the death, 
or the destruction that the fire of 
Hell inflicts is also everlasting. 
Matthew 25:46, “These shall go 
away into’. everlasting punish- 
ment.” Thus, we see that Hell is 
a place where body and soul suf- 
fer the pangs of an everlasting 
death. 

If we could, somehow, tonight 
—even for a brief moment—catch 


ner involves (I am speaking now 
of the death that will eventually 
separate him from this world and 
usher him into the next world), 
if we could get a vision of the 
agony and the pathos and the aw- 
fulness of the sinner’s first death, 
and then to that picture add the 
one word “everlasting,” we might 
have some conception of what it 
would mean to go to Hell. 

Death, even to the Christian, is 
not a beautiful thing. Although 
he knows that beyond the sha- 
dow lies the sunshine, and beyond 
the valley looms the mountain-top. 
Although’ he can say: 


When I reach the verge of Jordan 
And its troubled waters see 

On the brink I'll meet my Saviour 
And I know He'll pilot me. 


Although his courage is strength- 
ened as he sings: 


And when my task on earth is 
done, 

When, by Thy grace, the vic- 
torys won, 

E’en death’s cold wave I will not 

flee, 

For Christ thro’ Jordan leadeth 
me. - 


Although deep within his heart he 
knows that to die means to be 
with Christ, and it is far better, 
yet inbred in the very fibre of that 
same heart, even for the Christian, 
there is the human fear of death 
that comes ‘like a clammy hand 
to tear at the heart and cause the 
entire body to shudder and the 
mind to cringe. 

Nobody likes to die! But for the 
sinner, how much more terrible 
must be the throes of death. Think 
of the thoughts and memories that 
must plague his dying mind. Help- 
less upon his last bed, he casts his 
eye back, perhaps, over the pano- 
rama, of life and considers what he 
has been. He hears the church 
bells of every Sunday ringing 
agdin and he remembers the many 
times he has broken the Lord’s 
Day. As he tosses from side to 
side he recalls the many sermons 
he has heard; the many warnings 
he has had, and how they have 
all been rejected. 

During those fleeting hours, as 
death is creeping on, gradually yet 
surely usurping the place of life, 
memory becomes very strong. It 
has an uncanny: clarity of vision, 


before the dying sinner the long 
forgotten years of his childhood: 
the earnest exhortations of a god- 
ly father, in whose arms, one day, 
as an innocent babe, he had been 


carried up to the altar and dedi-

as with a lightning flash; it brings | 


cated to God. Twisting and turn- 
ing on his sick bed, he séems to 
hear the sobbing of a fond mother 
as she used to kneel by his bed- 
side, and bathing the covers with 
her tears, cry out to God for his 
salvation. I can conceive of no one 
entering Hell with a worse grace 
than the man who goes there with 
his mother’s tears on his head, 
and with his father’s prayers fol- 
lowing him at his heels. 

Yes, in those dying hours for 
the sinner, memory brings back 
everything, but to the sinner it is 
no fountain of joy, but rather: 


Remembrance wakes with all her 
busy train 

Swells at his breast and turns the 
past to pain. 


It tells him of all the sins he 
has committed. It reminds him of 
the things which he had hoped 
were forgotten: those sins commit- 
ted in the glare of broad daylight; 
that sin committed behind closed 
doors in the darkness of the night. 
© God, what agony it must be to 
a dying sinner simply to look back 
on all his sins! 


Memory is no liar. Glancing 
back on the record, it seems to 
cry out “Look! Look at the love 
you have slighted; at the solemn 
warnings you have ignored; at the 
opportunities you have deliberate- 
ly wasted.’ As the miserable man 
lies there, convulsed with his pain, 
memory seems to stick daggers 
into his conscienee, crying out, 


again and again, “It shall be more 


tolerable for Sodom and Gomor- 
rah in the day of judgment, than 
for you.” 

And in those dying moments the 
sinner is further tormented as he 
realizes that he has to leave all of 
his earthly joys forever. There he 
lies, struggling for breath, his 
heaving lungs panting for air, 
scarcely able to breathe, and with 
it all, forced to take one last fleet-

ing look at the joys of this life, 
knowing that he shall never ex- 
perience another. 


He sees the harlot, that dirty 
toy of dirtier men, with whom he 
has spent the nights of his de- 
bauchery and revelry. The rich 
man looks upon his broad acres, 
or zooming profession, or gigantic 
business enterprise, and knows he 
must leave it all forever. Yes, in 
his dying, grating, gasping breath 
he is torn asunder by the realiza- 
tion that now, at last, “the har- 
vest is past, the summer is end- 
ed,”’ and he is not saved. 


His mind, that now has gone be- 
yond the power of making deci- 
sions, gathers together enough 
stimulation from the _ searing 
agony of death to tell him that 
the voice that once, with arms 
outstretched, said, “Come unto me, 
all ve that labour and are heavy | 
laden, and I will give you rest,’ 
will soon say, “Depart from me, 
ye cursed, into everlasting fire, 
prepared for the devil and his an- 
gels.”’ 

Death comes, the eyes are star- 
ing from their sockets, the throat 
is dried up like the desert sand, 
the death rattle. gurgles the over- 
ture, and the jarring, jolting sym- 
phony commences—and it never 
ends, for out of one death the sin- 
ner is ushered into another death, 
the second death—the death that 
lasts forever. The sheet has been 
pulled over his eyes, the body is 
still, but out in eternity the 
blanket of God’s wrath has en- 
shrouded him in the everlasting 
destruction of soul and body in 
Hell. 

The first death has finally con- 
quered, One woeis past; the 
spirit leaves the body, hoping that 
its trials are over, ‘till: coming out 
of the “bourne of space and time” 
and into the confines of another 
world he meets a commissioning 
angel, with bared sword, who cries 
out, “One woe is past; and, be- 
hold, there come two woes more 
hereafter.” ; 


This is Hell—everlasting death 
—a dying, with all of its agony, 
that goes.on forever. How else can 
1 describe it? How can I picture 
the pain, the weeping, the wailing, 
the gnashing of teeth? There is no 
pain on earth great enough to be 
compared to the, pains of Hell. 
Napoleon, a man’ who was sup- 
posed to have had the hardest of 
hearts, one day rode across the 
battlefield. As he rode, his horse 
stepped on a poor, wounded man, 
just about to die, and in his dying 
breath the wretched soldier rose 
up and gasped, ““Oh’’—whereupon 
Napoleon cried gut in horror, “O 
God, what pains a man may suf- 
fer!” 


Could you and I put our ear to 
the entrance of the world of 
spirits for a moment and listen to 
the cries of the damned, we too, 
would turn back with countenance 
blanched and cry, “O-.God, what 
pains a man may suffer!” 

Could all the misery that has 
ever horrified the staffs of our 
hospitals be gathered together, it 
would not convey the least con- 
ception of the pains of those who 
are doomed to dwell in eternal 
fire and everlasting burning. Body, 
mind, and spirit—all will be tor- 
mented; each one be racked on a 
bed of fire; every fibre strained 
to its utmost, every nerve made 
a highway for the searing feet of 
pain to travel on. Even Jesus 
Christ, the most compassionate of 
all preachers, preached the most 
awful Hell. He called it a “pit” 
without a bottom—a place ‘‘where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire 
is not quenched.” 


But notice in the second nade: 
Not only is Hell a place of ever- 
lasting death for soul and body, 
but Hell, the Bible tells us, is a 
place where there is absolutely no 
hope. 

Do you remember what hap- 
pened to the man who came to 
the feast without the wedding gar- 
ment? Descriptive, of course, of 
the sinner in the story that Jesus 
tells in the twenty-second chapter 
of Matthew. The king says this 
to his servants, “Bind him hand 
and foot, and take him away, and 
cast him into outer darkness; 
there shall be weeping and gnash- 
ing of teeth.” ~ 

Hell is a place, then, of outer 
darkness, a place where there is 
absolutely no light. Where there 


is no light, there is no hope. In 
this life there is always hope. Here 
is a man whose business is ruined, 
but within his heart is the hope 
of a come-back. Here is a woman 
whose husband is on the brink of 
death, but there is ever the hope 
that the crisis may be past and 
recovery begun. Yonder is one 
whose body is being eaten away 
with cancer, but there is a faint 
glimmer of hope that, ere he 
dies, the cure will be found. On 
earth there is always hope but in 
Hell there is no hope. 


Those who have gone to Hell do 
not even have the hope of dying, 
or the hope of being annihilated. 
They are forever—forever — for- 
ever lost. On every chain of Hell 
there is engraved “forever.” In the 
flames is blazed out the word for- 
ever. Above their heads they read 
jorever. Beneath them they see 
, | forever er. On all sides of them they 
| see forever. Their eyes are 
|seared and their hearts are sick 
at the thought that it is forever. 
Oh, if I could tell you tonight that 
Hell would some day burn out,

‘and that those who were lost 
might be saved, there would be 
rejoicing in Hell at the very 


thought of it. But it cannot be. It 
is forever. They are cast into out- 
er darkness. 

And now we come to our third 
question about hell: 


Does a Loving God Actually 
Want Anybody to Go to 
Hell? Or Will a Loving — 

God Actually Send 
Anybody to Hell? 


First of all, let me point out 
that Hell was never prepared for 
man, but rather, Hell is a place 
that was prepared by God for the 
Devil and his angels. And the only 
reason that any man will go to 
Hell will be because he follows the 
Devil to Hell. You see, éverybody 
in this world is the subject of 
either one of two masters—either 
you belong to God, or you belong 
to Satan. Either you have taken 
your stand for VYesus Christ, or 
else you have taken your stand 
against Him and on the side of 
Satan. Either you are a child of 
God or else you are a child of the 
Devil, and according to the Word 
of God, you must go where your 
leader goes. If you are following 
the Lord Jesus Christ, your final 
resting place will be Heaven; but 
if you are following the Devil, you 
must go with him to his final 
place of abode, which is Hell. The 
Bible says with no _ uncertainty 
that, “No man can serve two 
masters: for either he will hate 
the one, and love the other; or 
else he will hold to the one, and 
despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and mammon.” 

Don’t ever forget it; if you in- 
sist upon rejecting Jesus Christ, 
if you insist upon going on in your 
sin, you remain a child of Satan; 
you are on the Devil’s side; you 
are following in his train. Some 
day he is going to be cast into the 
Hell that was prepared for him, 
and if you are one of his disciples, 
then of course you must go there, 
too, 


The Bible tells us, furthermore, 
that God is “not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance.” “As I live, 
saith the Lord Gdd, I have no 
pleasure in the death of the wick- 
ed; but that the wicked turn from 
his way and live: turn ye, turn 
ye from your evil ways; for why 
will ye die?” 

You see, salvation has been pro- 
vided. There is a way to be saved 
from Hell. Anybody who is wise, 
anyone who is sensible, will do 
everything within his power to 
flee from the wrath to come, and 
the way of escape has been pro- 
vided: “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begot- 
ten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” “But as many as 
received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name.” “The wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

My sinner friend, life is avail- 
able. You can make sure tonight

of something flowing from the 
Father; but he is as much an act- 
ual person as either God the Son, 
or God the Father. I shall attempt 
this morning a little to establish 
the doctrine, and to show you the 
truth of it — that God the Holy 
Spirit is actually a person. 


The first proof we shall gather 
from the pool of holy baptism. 
Let me take you down, as I have 
taken others, into the pool now 
concealed, but which I wish were 
always open to your view. Let me 
take you to the baptismal font, 
where believers put on the name 
of the Lord Jesus, and you shall 
hear me pronounce the solemn 


words, “I baptize. thee in the 
name,”’—mark, “in the name,” not 
names—‘“‘of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 
Every one who is baptized ac- 
cording to the true form laid 
down in Scripture, must be a 


Trinitarian: otherwise his bap- 
tism is a farce and a lie, and he 
himself is found a deceiver and 
a hypocrite before God. As the 
Father is mentioned, and as the 
Son is mentioned, so is the Holy 
Ghost; and the whole is summed 
up as being a Trinity in unity, by 
its being said, not the names, but 
the “name,” the glorious name, 
the Jehovah name, “of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.” 


Let me remind you that the 
same thing occurs each time you 
are dismissed from this house of 
prayer. In pronouncing the solemn 
closing benediction, we invoke on 
your behalf the love of Jesus 


Christ, the grace of the Father, 


and the fellowship of the Holy 
Spirit; and thus, according to the 
apostolic manner, we make a 
manifest distinction between the 
persons, showing that we _ believe 
the Father to be a person, the 
Son to be person, and the Holy 
Ghost to be a person. Were there 
no other proofs in. Scripture, I 
think these would be svtfficient 
for every sensible man. He would 
see that if the Holy Spirit were 
a mere influence, he would not be 
mentioned in conjunction with 
two, whom we all confess to be 
actual and proper persons. 


A second argument arises from 
the fact that the Holy Ghost has 
actually made different appear- 
ances on earth. The Great Spirit 
has manifested Himself to man: 
He has put on a form, so that, 
whilst He has not been beheld by 
mortal men, He has been so veiled 
in an appearance that He was 
seen, so far as that appearance 
was concerned, by the eyes of, all 
beholders. 

See you Jesus Christ our Sav- 
iour? There is the river Jordan, 


those who must some day go 
through the perpetual agony of an 
everlasting death, will do so, only 
because they would not be saved. 

“How often would I,” exclaimed 
Jesus, “and ye would not.” And 
again, “Ye will not come to me, 
that ye might have life,” or again, 
“T have called, and ye refused; I 
have stretched out my hand, and 
no man regarded.” No wonder the 
Word of God says, ““HowW shall we 
escape, if we neglect so great sal- 
vation?” So you see, my, sinner 
friend, whether you spend an 
eternity in Heaven — rejoicing, 
blessed and saved, or whether you 
spend your eternity in the hope- 
lessness of an everlasting death of 
body and soul in Hell, is up to you. 
You can be: saved, if you will be 
saved. 

Now one last question and we're 
through. Listen to it carefully. You 
say you have answered the ques- 


tion, “Why should there be a 
Hell?” You have answered the 
question, “What is Hell?” You 


have answered the question, ““Does 
God want anybody to go to Hell?” 
But now answer the final ques- 
tion if you can— 


Where is Hell? 


There is Only one answer to that 
question: Heli—this place of ever- 
lasting destruction of soul and 
body, this place of misery and woe 
and despair, this etexgnal dwelling 
place of the doomed and the 
damned, this place of hopelessness 
and eternal darkness, this place of 
everlasting separation from God, 
this placé called Hell—where is 
it? Hell is at the end of a Christ- 
less life. 


with its shelving banks and its 
willows weeping at its side. Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, descends 
into the stream, and the holy 
Baptist John plunges Him into 
the waves. The doors of Heaven 
are opened; a miraculous appear- 
ance presents itself; a_ bright 
light shineth from the sky, bright- 
er than the sun in all its grandeur, 
and down in a flood of glory des- 
cends something which you recog- 
nize to be a dove. It rests on Jesus 
—it sits upon His sacred head, 
and as the old painters put a halo 
round the brow of Jesus, so did 
the Holy Ghost shed a resplend- 
ence around the face of Him who 
came to fulfil all righteousness, 
and therefore commenced with the 
ordinance of baptism. The Holy 
Ghost was seen as a dave, tomark 
His purity and His gentleness, and 
He came down like a dove from 
Heaven to show that it is from 
jeaven alone that He descendeth. 


Nor is this the only time when 
the Holy Ghost has been mani- 
fest in a visible shape. You see 
that company of disciples gath- 
ered together in an upper room; 
they are waiting for some prom- 
ised blessing, and bye-and-bye it 
shall come. Hark! there is a sound 
as of a rushing, mighty wind; it 
fills all the house where they are 
sitting, and astonished, they look 
around them, wondering what 
will come next. Soon a bright 


light appears, shining upon the 
heads of each: cloven tongues of 
fire sat upon them, What were 
these marvellous appearances of 
wind and flame but a display of 
the Holy Ghost in His proper per- 
son? I say the fact of an appear- 
ance manifests that He must be 
a person. An influence could not 
appear—an attribute could not ap- 
pear: we cannot see attributes 
we cannot behold influences. The 
Holy Ghost must, then, have bern 
a person; since He was beheld by 
mortal eyes, and came under the 
cognizance of mortal sense. 
Another proof is from the fact 
that the personal qualities are im 
Scripture ascribed to the Holy 
Ghost. First, let me read to you 
a text in which the Holy Ghost is 
spoken of as having understand- 
ing. In the first Epistle to the 
Corinthians, chap. 2, you will read, 
“But as it is written, eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither 
have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God haih

connections with Christian work- 
ers who carry on in. strong 
Catholic countries in Europe; and 
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prepared for them that love him. 
But God hath revealed them unto 
us by His Spirit: for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God. For what man 
knoweth the things of a man, 
save the spirit of man which is in 
him? even so the things of God 


knoweth no man, but the Spirit 
of God.” 
Here you see an understanding 


—a power of knowledge is as- 
cribed to the Holy Ghost. Now, if 
there be any persons here whose 
minds are of so preposterous a 
complexion that they would as- 
cribe one attribute to another, and 
would speak of a mere influence 
having undeygtanding, then I give 
up all the argument. But I be- 
lieve every rational man will ad- 
mit, that when anything is spoken 
of as having an understanding, it 
must be an existence—it must, in 
fact, be a person. 

In the 12th chapter, verse 10, 
of the same Epistle, you will find 
a will ascribed to the Holy Spirit. 
“But all these worketh that one 
and the self-same spirit, dividing 
to every man severally as he will.” 
So it is plain that the Spirit has 
a will. He does not come from 
God simply at God’s will, but He 
has a will of His own, which is 
always in keeping with the will 
of the infinite Jehovah, but is, 
nevertheless, distinct and separ- 
ate; therefore, I say He is a per- 
son. In ‘another text, power is 
ascribed to the Holy Ghost, and 
power is a thing which can only 
be ascribed to an existence. In 
Rom. 15:13, it is written, “Now 
the God of hope fill you with all 
joy and peace in believing, that 
ye may abound in hope through 
the power of the Holy Ghost.” I 
need not insist upon it, because it 
is self-evident, that wherever you 
find understanding, will, and 


‘power, you must also find an ex- 


istence; it cannot be a mere at- 
it cannot be a metaphor, 
it cannot be a personified influ- 
ence; but it must be a person. 

But I have a proof, which, per- 
haps, will be more telling upon 
Acts and 
deeds are ascribed to the Holy 
Ghost; therefore, He must be a 
person. You read in the first chap- 
ter of the Book of Genesis that 
the Spirit brooded over the sur- 
face of the earth, when it was as 
yet all disorder and confusion. 
This world was once a mass of 
chaotic matter, there was no or- 
der; it was like the valley of dark- 
ness and of the shadow of death. 
God the Holy Ghost spread His 
wings over it; He sowed the seeds 
of life in it; the germs from which 
all beings sprang were implanted 
by Him; He impregnated the 
earth so that it became capable 
of life. Now, it must have been a 
person who brought order out of 
confusion: it must have been an 
existence who hovered over this 
world and made it what it now 
is. 

But do we not read in Scrip- 
ture something more of the Holy 
Ghost? Yes, we are told that 
“holy men of old spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost.” 


When Moses penned the Penta- 
teuch, the Holy Ghost moved His 
hand; ‘when David wrote the 
Psalms and discoursed sweet mu- 
sic on his hafp, it was the Holy 
Spirit that gave his fingers their 
seraphic motion; when Solomon 
dropped from his lips the words 
of the proverbs of wisdom, or 
when he hymneadthe Canticles of 
love, it was the Holy Ghost who 
gave him words of knowledge and 
hymns of rapture. Ah! and what 
fire was that which touched the 
lips of the eloquent Isaiah? What 
hand was that which came upon 
Daniel? What might was that 
which made Jeremiah so plaintive 
in his grief? or what was that 
which winged Ezekiel and made 
him, like an eagle, soar into mys- 
teries aloft, and see the Mighty 
Unknown beyond our reach? Who 
was it. that made Amos, the herds- 
man, a prophet? who taught the 
rugged Haggai to pronounce his 
thundering sentences? who show- 
ed Habakkuk the horses of Je- 
hovah marching through the wa- 
ters? or who kindled the burning 
eloquence of Nahum? who caused 
Malachi to close up the book with 
the muttering of the word curse? 
Who was it in each of these save 
the Holy Ghost? And must it not 
have been a person who spake in 
and through these ancient wit- 
nesses? We must believe it. We 
cannot avoid believing it when we 
read that “holy men of old spake 
as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost.” 

And when has the Holy Ghost 
ceased to have an influence upon 
men? We find that still He deals 
with His ministers and with all 
His saints. Turn to the Acts and 
you will find that the Holy Ghost 
said, “Separate me Paul and 
Barnabas for the work.” I never 
heard of an attribute saying such 
a thing. The Holy Spirit said to 
Peter, “Go to the centurion, and 
what I have cleansed, that call 
not thou common.” The Holy 
Ghost caught away Philip after he 
had baptized the Eunuch, and car- 
ried him away to another place; 
and the Holy Ghost said to Paul, 
“Thou shalt not go into that city, 
but shalt turn into another.” And 
we know that the Holy Ghost was 
lied unto by Ananias and Sap- 
phira, when it was said, ‘Thou 
hast not lied unto man, but unto 
God.” Again, that power which 
we feel every day, who are called 
to preach—that wortdrous spell 
which makes our lips so potent— 
that power which gives’ us 
thoughts which are like birds 
from a far-off region, not the na- 
tives of our soul—that influence 
which I sometimes strangely feel, 
which, if it does not give me poe- 
try and eloquence, gives me a 
might I never felt before, and 
lifts me above my fellow-man— 
that majesty with ‘which He 
clothes His ministers, till in the 
midst of the battle they cry, aha! 
like the war-horse of Job, and 
move themselves like leviathans 
in the water—that power which 
gives us might over men, and 
causes them to sit and listen as

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if their ears were chained, as if 
they were entranced by the power 
of some magician’s wand — that 
power must come from a person; 
it must come from the Holy 
Ghost. 


But is it not said in Scripture, 
and do we not feel it, dear breth- 
ren, that it is the Holy Ghost who 
regenerates the soul? It is the 
Holy Ghost who quickens us. “You 
hath he quickened who were dead 
in trespasses and sins.” It is the 
Holy Spirit who imparts the first 
germ of life, convincing us of sin, 
of rigtheousness, and of judgment 
to come. And is it not the Holy 
Spirit, who, after that flame is 
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kindled, still fans it with the 
breath of his mouth and keeps it 
alive? Its author is its preserver. 
Oh! can it be said that it is the 
Holy Ghost who strives in men’s 
souls; that it is the Holy Ghost 
who brings them to the foot of 
Sinai, and then guides them into 
the sweet place that is called Cal- 
vary — can it be said that He 
does all these things, and yet is 
not a person? It may be said, but 
it must be said by fools; for He 
never can be a wise man who can 
consider that these things can be 
done by any other than a glorious 
person—a divine existence. 


Allow me to give you one more 
proof, and I shall have done. Cer- 
tain feelings are ascribed to the 
Holy Ghost, which can -only be 
understood upon the supposition 
that He is actually a person. In 
the 4th chapter of Ephesians, 


verse 30, it is said that the Holy | 


Ghost can be grieved: “Grieve 
not the Holy Spirit of God, where- 
by ye are sealed unto the day of 
redemption.” In Isaiah, chap. 63, 
verse 10, it is said that the Holy 
Ghost can be vexed: “But they re- 
belled, and vexed his Holy Spirit; 


therefore he was turned to be 
their enemy, and he _ fought 
against them.” In Acts, chapter 


7, verse 51, you 


stiff-necked and uncircumcised in 


heart and ears, ye do always re-| 


sist the Moly Ghost; as your fath- 
ers did, so do ye.” And in the 5th 
chapter, verse 9, of the same book, 
you will find that the Holy Ghost 
may be tempted. We are there 
informed that Peter said to Ana- 
nias and Saphira, “‘How is it that 
ye have agreed together to tempt 
the Spirit of the Lord?” Now, 
these things could not be emo- 
tions which might be ascribed to 
a quality or an emanation; they 
must be understood to relate 


be grieved, it must be a person 
who can be grieved, wexed, or re- 
sisted. 


And now, dear brethren, I think | 


I have fully established the point 
of the personality of the Holy 
Ghost; allow me now, most earn- 
estly, to impress upon you the 
absolute necessity of being sound 
upon the doctrine of the Trinity. 
I knew a man, a good minister of 
Jesus Christ he is now, and I be- 
lieve he was before he turned his 
eyes unto heresy—he began to 
doubt the glorious dvinity of our 
blessed Lord, and for years did he 
preach the heterodox doctrine, un- 
til one day he happened to hear 
a very eccentric old minister 
preaching from the text, “But 
there the glorious Lord shall be 
unto us a place of broad rivers 
and streams, wherein shall go no 
galley with oars, neither shall gal- 
lant ship pass thereby. Thy tack- 
lings are loosed; they could not 
well strengthen their mast, they 
could not spread. the - sail.” 
“Now,” said the old minister, “you 
give up the Trinity, and your 
tacklings are loosed, you cannot 
strengthen your masts. Once give 
up the doctrine of three persons, 
andwjyour tacklings are all gone; 
your mast, which ought to be a 
support to your vessel, is a rickety 
one, and shakes.” 

A Gospel without the Trinity! 
it-is a pyramid built upon its 
apex. A Gospel without the Trin- 
ity! it is a rope of sand that can- 
not. hold together. A Gospel with- 
out the Trinity! then, indeed, Sa- 
tan can overturn it: But give me 
a Gospel with the Trinity, and the 
might of Hell cannot prevail 
against it; no man can any more 
overthrow it than a bubble could 
split a rock, or a feather break 
in halves a mountain. Get the 
thought of the three persons, and 
you have the marrow of all di- 
vinity. Only know the Father, and 
know the Son, and know the Holy 
Ghost to be one, and all things 
will appear clear. This is the gol- 
den key to the secrets of nature; 
this is the silken clue of the laby- 
rinths of mystery, and he who un- 
derstands this, will soon under- 
stand as much as mortals e’er can 
know. 


II. The United Agency of the 
Glorious Three Persons in 
the Work of Our 
Salvation 

Now for our second point—the 
united agency of the three -persons 


read that the 
Holy Ghost can be resisted: “Ye | 


to | 
a person; an influence could not) 


in the work of our salvation. Look 
at the text, and you will find all 
the three persons mentioned, “T”’ 
—-that is the Son—‘“will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you an- 
other Comforter.” There are the 
three persons mentioned, all of 
them doing something for our sal- 
vation. “I will pray,” says the 
Son. “I will send,” says the Fath- 
er. “I will comfort,” says the 
Holy Ghost. 

Now, let us, for a few moments 
discourse upon this wondrous 
theme—the unity of the three 
persons with regard to the great 
purpose of the salvation of the 
elect. When God first made man, 
He said, “Let us make man,” not 
let me, but, “Let us make man in 
our own image.” The covenant 
Elohim said to each other, “Let 
us unitedly become the creator of 
man.” So, when in ages far gone 


should see Him with attentive 
ear listening to every word of 
Jesus and granting every petition. 

Where is the Holy Spirit all the 
while? Is He lying idle? O no; He 
is floating over the earth, and 
when He sees a weary soul, he 
says, “Come to Jesus, He will give 
you rest;” when He beholds an 
eye filled with tears, He wipes 
away the tears, and bids the 
mourner look for comfort on the 
cross; when He sees the tempest- 
tossed believer, He takes the 
helm of his soul and speaks the 
word of consolation; He helpeth 
the broken in heart, and bindeth 
up their wounds; and, ever on His 
mission of mercy, He flies around 
the world, being everywhere pres- 
— 

Behold, how the three persons 
work together. Do not then say, 
“I am grateful to the Son” 
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Christian is secured beyond the 
reach of death and Hell. A Trinity 
of securities, because there is a 
Trinity of God. 


III. The Indwelling of the 
Holy Ghost in Believers 


Our third point is, the imdwell- 
ing of the Holy Ghost in believ- 
ers. Now, beloved, these first two 
things have been matters of pure 
doctrine; this is the subject of 
experience. The indwelling of the 
Holy Ghost is a subject so pro- 
found, and so having to do with 
the inner man, that no soul will 
be able truly and really to com- 
prehend what I say, unless it has 
been taught of God. 

I have heard of an old minister, 
who told a fellow of one of the 
Cambridge colleges, that he un- 
derstood a language that he never

So the worldling says there is 
no Holy Ghost because he cannot 
see Him. Well, but we feel Him. 
You say that is fanaticism, and 
that we never felt Him. Suppose 
you tell me that honey is bitter, 
I reply, “No, I am sure you can- 
not have tasted it; taste it and 
try.” So with the Holy Ghost; if 
you did not feel His influence, you 
would no longer say there is no 
Holy Spirit, because you cannot 
see Him. Are there not many 
things, even in nature, which we 
cannot see? Did you ever see the 
wind? No; but ye know there is 
wind, when ye behold the hurri- 
cane tossing the waves about, and 


rending down the habitations of 


men; or when, in the soft evening 
zephyr, it kisses the flowers, and 
maketh dew-drops hang in pearly 
coronets around the rose. Did ye 
ever see electricity? No; but ye 
know there is such a thing, for it 
travels along the wires for thou- 


messages; though you cannot see 
the thing itself, you know there 
is such a thing. So you must be- 
lieve there is a Holy Ghost work- 
ing in us, both to will and to do, 
even though it is beyond our sens- 
es. 

But the last reason why worldly 
men laugh at the doctrine of the 
Holy Spirit is because they do nat 
know it. If they knew it by heart- 
felt experience and if they recog- 
nized its agency in the soul; if 
they had ever been touched by it; 
if they had been made to tremble 
under a sense of sin; if they had 
had their hearts melted, they 
would never have doubted the 
existence of the Holy Ghost. 


And now, beloved, it says, “He 
dwelleth with you, and shall be 
in you.”” We will close up with that 
sweet recollection — the Holy 
Ghost dwells in all believers, and 
shall be with them. 


One word of comment and ad- 
vice to the saints of God, and to 
Sinners, and I have done. Saints 
of the Lord! ye have this morning 
heard that God the Holy Ghost is 
a person; ye have had it proved 
to your souls. What follows from 
this? Why, it followeth how earn- 
est ye should be in prayer to the 
Holy Spirit, as well as for the 
Holy Spirit. Let me say that this 
is an inference that you should 
lift up your prayers to the Hoaly 
Ghost: that you should cry earn- 
estly unto Him; for He is able to 
do exceeding abundantly above all 
you can speak or think. See this 
mass of people. What is to con- 
vert it? See this crowd. Who is to 
make my influence permeate 
through the mass? You know this 
plate now has a mighty influence, 
and, God blessing us, it will have 
an influence not only upon this 
city, but upon England at large; 
for we now employ the press as 
well as the pulpit; and certainly, 
I should say, before the close of 
the year, more than two hundred 
thousand of my productions will 
be scattered through the land — 
words uttered by my lips, or writ- 
ten by my pen. But how caf this 
influence be rendered for good? 
How shall God’s glory be promot- 
ed by it? Only by incessant prayer 
for the Holy Spirit; by constantly

calling down the influence of the 
Holy Ghost upon us; we want Him 
to rest upon every page that is 
printed and upon every word that 
is uttered. Let us then be doubly 
earnest in pleading with the Holy 
Ghost, that He would come and 
own our labors; that the whole 
church at large may be revived 
thereby, and not ourselves only, 
but. the whole world share in the 
benefit. 


Then, to the ungodly, I have this 
one closing word to say. Ever be 
careful how you speak of the Holy 
Ghost. “He that speaketh a word 
against the Holy Ghost, it shall 
never be forgiven him.” I do not 
know all that it means; but tread 
carefully! There is danger; there 
is a pit which our ignorance has 
covered by sand; tread carefully! 
you may be in it before the next 
hour. If there is any strife in your 
heart today, perhaps you will go 
to the ale-house and forget it. Per- 
haps there is some voice speaking 
in your soul, and you will put it 
away. I do not tell you you will 
be resisting the Holy Ghost, and 
committing the unpardonable sin; 
but it is somewhere there. Be very 
careful. O, there is no crime on 
earth so black as the crime against 
the Holy Spirit! Ye may blas- 
pheme the Father, and ye shall be 
damned for it, unless ye repent; 
ye may blaspheme the Son, and 
Hell shall be your portion, unless 
ye are forgiven; but blaspheme 
the Holy Ghost, and thus saith the 
Lord: “There is no forgiveness, 
either in this world nor in the 
world which is to come.” I cannot 
tell you what it is; I do not pro- 


fess to understand it; but there it} 


is. It is the danger signal; stop! 
man, stop! If thou hast despise4 
the Holy Spirit—if thou hast 
ldughed at His revelations, and 
scorned what Christians call His 
influence, I beseech thee, stop! 
This morning seriously deliberate. 
Perhaps some of you unconverted 
people have actually committed 
the unpardonable sin; stop! Let 
fear stop. you; sit down. Do not 
drive on so rashly as you have 
done, Jehu! O slacken your reins! 
Thou who aft such a profligate in 


sin—thou who hast uttered such ' 
hard words against the Trinity, 


stop! Ah! it makes us all stop. Let 
us think of this; and let us not at 
any time trifle either with the 
words or the acts of God the Holy 
Spirit.
